A frostbitten, well-kept 
lawn is attractive during 
winter months, so why go 
to the expense of overseed- 
ing with a competitive win- 
ter grass? 

Extension agronomist O, 
N. Andrews saysmany Ala- 
bama homeowners are find- 
ing that any grass planted 
on established lawns com- 
petes for food nutrients and 
retards spring growth. If 
poor management and fer- 
tilization is practiced inthe 
spring, established sods 
may be damaged and be- 
come completely destroyed 
Over a period of years. 

Andrews says. centi- 
pedegrass especially can’t 
stand fertilization that’s so 
necessary for keeping win- 
ter grasses green. High 
rates of fertilizer usually 
injure this grass.

Likewise, it is a 
violation of Federal law 
to damage, open, or other- 
wise tamper with any mail 
in mail boxes.

“Here is where most 
of us forget our money 
saving,’ says Elizabeth 
Bryan, Auburn University 
home economist. ‘‘We 
simply don’t know how 
much we’re paying for 
credit.”’ 

“J'd venture to say,” 
adds the Extension speci- 
alist, ‘“‘that few folks really 
understand any interest 
rates except simple ones-- 
and little creditis extended 
on a simple interest ba- 
sis,”’ 

Instead, it’s usually fig- 
ured on a monthly, add-on 
or discounted basis. 

Stores and small loan 
companies often quote in- 
terest rates at one and one- 
half to three and one-half 
percent per month, This 
sounds cheap. But remem- 
ber that the yearly or true 
annual interest rate is this 
amount mulitplied by 12. 

With the add-on method, 

interest is added to the 
loan. For instance, a $6 
interest charge is added to 
a $100 loan, thus making. it 
$106. With 12 equal pay- 
ments it sounds like you're 
paying only six per cent, 
but by the last payment, 
you’re paying interest on 
money you've already paid 
back--or a real interest 
rate of a little more than 
ll per cent. 

Discounted loans deduct 
the interest rate from the 
original loan, Thus with $6 
from $100 you would get 
$94. Making 12 equal pay- 
ments on this amounts toan
